XEW YOEK, Dec. 24.—About a score of 


persons stood near tne southern entrance of 
the yard of the ruined St. John's Home, 
Droiild>n, yesterday, intently watching the 
progress of the search for bodies.

Five 
of tlie wundciein were toun.i by tlie police 
yesteidiy; hut ot the oiw Ini'idred missing 
the number known to be living and dead is 
now only twentv-*jven, and the failure of 
Ihe police to ti'id the ehildieu living leads 
to a very seileral belief that many bodies 
are still'in the tio/.eu rums. Subsetiytions 
for the relief of the orphans are pouring in 
fiom all bidet, tlie total bjiug 35,800. Tlie 
divorced w ite oi' Krank Bangs, known on 
the stai;e as Agnes Leonard, sent one liuu- 
died dollars with a pathetic letter. 


The Weather. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—Reports from points 


in the Northwest indicate that another very 
pold wave lias struck tlie Itocky Mountain 
slope.
